THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 


London, October 19.—St. Petersburg has been cheered by the report 
that Gen, Kuropstkin has resumed the ollensive and by the news of the de- 
feat of the Japanese command of Gen Oy.ma acd the capture of Lone Tree 
hi.l which is represented to be the key to the position to the southwest 
front of the contending armies. If the report of the advance is authentic 
aod the Rugsians have crossed w the south side of the Shakhe river, a later 
rise in the river may have produced conditions threatening Kuropatkia, for 
it is believed the advance furce wil! be cut off from the reserves and the base 
of supplies and retreat readeed problematical. It is however questionable 
if the advance movement had proceeded to the pointindicated. There seems 
ne wamediate pro:pects of a cessativu of the fighting that has been in progre-s 
for the Jast ten days although there ate signs that on both sides the suppiy 
ammunition is falling short and chat the limit of endurance of the troops 


must nearly have been reached. 
JAPANESE LEFT FLANK DRIVEN BACK. 


Mukdon, October 19.—It is reported that the Ruasian army is advanc- 
ing. News has been just received that the Japanese left flank has been 
driven back with heavy losses and its retreat cut off. A Kussian regiment 
is now being burried to the scene in the hope of completing the rout. 


CHINESE AIDING THE JAPs. 


St. Petersburg, October 19.—- 1 special despatch from Mekden says the 
Chinese rillagers are actively aiding the Japanese. Gen SakharoT, it is 
stated, wae fired upon trom a hut and five of bis escort were wounded. 


THE BAYAN SUNK. 


London, October 19.—A despatch from Shanghai says it is reported 
there that the shells from the Japanese sunk the Russian ereiser Bayan in 
ort Arthur barbor. 

THE BATILEFIELD OF LONE TREE HALL, 


Fidyatum, six miles rast of Shakbe, Octeber 18.— Fight'ng still contin- 
ues along almost the whole front. There was a teniiic cannonading last 
aight. Every one is terribly exhausted but full of fight. The battlefield of 
Lene Tree hill presents an awful spectacle, Bussian and Japanese dead 
are mingled in heaps in inextricable confusion. 

The ground is strewr. with broken rifes that have been stashed in 
and to hand fighting. Everything seems to have been uted as weapons. 
The Russians charged valientiy the slopes in order te save the wounded but 
the Japanese kept up a strong fire aad rendered the work of relief difficult 
aad dangerous. The fighting to-day slackemed considerably owing to rain 
and the impassable condition of the roads. 

LAND OPERATIONS. 


Mukden Oct. 18.—The opposing forces spent the naght witha rifle range of 
each other and kept up @ contiancas ex of riffs fre The guns 
hanged away all night, throwing thousands of shells in'o tho Japs. At dawn 
the Russians again attacked acd were again repulse: with heavy losses. 
“his morning the Japs succeeded in aivanctog, slowly pre sing the Russizns 
back. The fighting is still in progress and the fapanese have captured the 
raiircad stauon. The Rasviens made « most determined staed at Lamatic, 
@ village just east of the railway aad fourteen miles sourh of Mekden. La 
mutie comp.etes the live aimed for by the Jaapanese. Last sigh’ the Jap 
anese took a village to tne left of Manutie and this morning they tovk one 
to the right. The fighting along this line for the last 4% hours was the 
heaviest of the entire battle. The ‘ussiams hea a division and a heif and 
they were freqaently exchanging the troops for fresber wea. They had over 
aifty gums The Japanese had about the same force including the beavy guns 
captiared at the battle of Lanshain Hill (Port Arthur) The losses during 
the six days fighting have been very heavy im fromt of « portion of the left 
army, 1500 dead were found in the frst four days, indicating that the casual 
ties have been not less than 7500, The estimates of Russian lowes in the 
six days fighting runs from lo‘ooo to 25,000. The Japanese losses have not 
been estimated but it ia believed that they will be muck iran than the Ke- 
aiens. It ie believed that the Rusisus propose te efer resistance along the 
Mun river outside of Mukder. The Japanese probdsbiy will push forward 
with « view to foree an entrances tc Mukden as soon ac posible. During

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba er the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
ano 26, which has not been ome- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for gettlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter se- 


tion, of i60 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendmente thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
witb, under one of the following 


plans: 

(i) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father ‘is deceased) of any person who 
ia eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as #, homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

@) If a settier has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner ores- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent mag 


ibe satisfied by residence upon the 


first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vieintiy.of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the sottler lias his permanent 

idence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 2, er 4, must 
or substitute 20 head uf stock, with 
buildings rer their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
and have besides 80 acres substan- 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties apon | 
thei first homesteads to entitle 
then; to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889. 

4@very homesteader who faile to 
comply with the requirementa of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the iand may be 
again thrown open for etry. 

Application for patent should be 
wield at the end of three years, be- 
fore the Ioeal agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the eettler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Landa, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominicn Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officera in 
eharge, of expense, advice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them.
